Referendum could limit funding

Madison County voters will decide 
in April whether to give themselves 
the power to adjust their tax levy. 

If voters approve a ballot question 
in April, most taxing bodies in the 
county will not be able to raise their 
tax levy more than 5 percent or 
above the rate of inflation without 
voter approval by referendum. Only 
home-rule cities, including Granite 
City and Alton, and cities that spill 
over into St. Clair County, such as 
Madison and Collinsville, are exempt. 

At Wednesday’s County Board 
meeting, members approved placing 
on the April ballot the Property Tax 


Extension Limitation Law, better 
known by its nickname, tax caps 

Board member Alan Dunstan of 
Troy said that the legislative and 
finance committees worked for 
almost a year on this issue. 

“The bottom line is that this is a 
question that the public has a right to 
vote on,’’ Dunstan said. ‘‘We hope 
that through this process that we will 
have a couple of forums and hope 
there is a good debate.”” 

New board member Wayne Bridge- 
water of Wood River said that in the 
state of Illinois, 32 counties have

Company treats wastewater

An Indianapolis-based company 
that processes non-hazardous waste- 
water is planning to purchase a build- 
ing in Madison and may employ as 
many as 50 le within two years. 

Ecological Systems Inc., collects 
non-hazardous industrial wastewater 
and ships it to Indianapolis for treat- 
ment and disposal. The Madison facil- 
ity would be used as as a truck ter- 
minal and transfer station. 

The company is negotiating for the 
purchase of a building in the Fox 
Industrial Park and plans a total 


The land, a 119-acre parcel known as 
the North Borrow property north of 
the landfill, was originally given to 
the city by Waste Management Inc. 
The city and the company reached 
an agreement earlier this year allow- 
ing the company to take sand, gravel 
and dirt out of the property for use at 
the two landfills, but city officials 
said it may be more cost-effective for 
them to buy the’ materials from 


investment of about $2 million ower 
two years. 

Mark J. Deschaine, president of 
Ecological Services of Illinois, Inc., 
the company’s local branch, made a 
presentation at_the Madison City 
Council meeting Tuesday. 

“‘What we are proposing is a state- 
of-the-art recycling facility,’’ he said. 
“‘We were going to locate here, 
regardless, on a vacant piece of land 
north of there,’’ he said. ‘But they 
ut the building up for sale four or 
‘ive weeks ago.”’

Remembering 
a legacy of 
public service 


Kay Kendall's death leaves 
area community poorer 





A few brief paragraphs about community service, to which we 
all pay, lip service, and two people whose actual work in that 
field, though performed in different areas, will not soon be 


forgotten 


Few of us, myself included, will 
leave a lasting legacy to our town, 
but I like to thi that these two, 
both of whom died earlier in this 
pre-holiday season, have done just 
that in Edwardsville 

First, Winston Brown, whose 
contributions to our town were 
detailed in depth in November in 
the Journal. And more recently, 
Kay Kendall, who lived here with 
her husband, John, from 1963 until 
last year, when the couple moved 
to Maryland, where she died Dec

Both were personal friends, neither was a native son or daugh- 
ter of the town, and both were among the most active workers 
for the benefit the community I’ve ever known. 

To say that Kay was multi-talented would be understating the 








case, and her interests and work reflect those talents: musician, 
author, inventor, environmentalist, potter, she was a Jill-of-all- 
trades 

Examples: Her husband John had brought to America the 


Suzuki method of teaching violin to small children, a method 
which employs extremely small instruments. In spite of the size, 
the violins exerted some chin-and-shoulder pressure on the chil- 











dren and, as Kay once told me, at 4 a.m. one fine day, she 
awoke with the idea of designing what became known as the 
kinder-chinder pad to soften that pressure. 





A few years later, she wrote two books for children, ‘‘Stories 
of Composers for Young Musicians’’ and ‘‘More Stories of Com- 
josers,’’ both of which sold well in this country and were later 

anstated into Swedish and Portuguese. A graduate of Oberlin 
College’s Conservatory of Music, she was a talented viola play- 
er, and, for a number of years, played in two area orchestras 

Then there was her interest in the welfare of Edwardsville’s 
elderly citizens. Together with John, she was a_leader in the 
group that established the Edwardsville Senior Citizen Center, 
served as the Center’s board chairwoman at least two years and 
was responsible for inaugurating the Center’s Meals on Wheels 
lunch, transportation and information services programs. 

Again teamed with John, she was a major force in the Water- 
shed Nature Preserve, a 45-acre outdoor education center and 
wetland habitat located near Hoppe Park, where once a city 
sewage treatment plant had been located. 
~“Then, in the late 80s, she became a potter, or, as she told me 
once, a ‘‘mudhead, someone who morning, noon, and night, 
wants to fool around with mud.’’ Her work was displayed and 
sold at the former Silver Lining Gallery on Main Street, and I’m 
happy to own a couple of pieces that will always remind me of

Incidentally, none of her projects was for personal profit. She 
established a’ non-profit corporation and sale proceeds go into 
scholarships for as| iring young musicians. 
Kay was honored for ner work many times. She was given the 
Jefferson Award for of the American Institute for Public Ser- 
vice, the first recipient of the Car Chapman Catt Award from 
the League of Women-Voters of Illinois, and the one of which 
‘she was especially proud, the 1976 Environmental Protection 
gency’s Quality Award in Illinois for the development of 
“°Toadwood Scrubs Nature Center’’ on the Kendall property just 
off Old Poag Road. 

There are grown men and women, parents now themselves, 
who can remember from their elementary school years going on 
‘class outings to Toadwood and being guided through the nine 
‘Sacre nature trail by a silver-haired, sparkling-eyed pixie who 
‘xplained the creek and pond, home to bass, sunfish, carp, frogs 
and turtles; the cover bridge and barn, built from timbers 
‘used in the 1904 St. Louis World’s Fair; the slough where 
migrating mallards and wood ducks nest; the bamboo patch, the 
multiflora rose hedge, the grape arbor.

Bill Wirtz owns the Chicago 
Blackhawks National Hockey 
League team. He is also a 
major wine and liquor distribu- 
tor in Illinois 

The Blackhawks are the 
absolute pits this year, but 
Wirtz makes a whole lot of 
money off his distributor 
license. And when that busi- 
ness was threatened by some 
giant distilleries Wirtz did 
what all sports owners do: He 

threw a bunch of money the 
problem and demanded instant 
results. 

Liquor distributors are disap- 
pearing all over Illinois. Part 
of the reason for this distillery 
companies are merging. 

Distributions carry only cer- 
tain brands of liquor and their 
territories are limited. So, if 
Rot Gut Wickey Distillery uses 
Joe’s Distributing on the south 
Side of Chicago and Smoothe 
Sippin’ Whiskey Distillery uses 
Fred’s South Side Distributing 
and the two distilleries merge, 
then the new management 
may decide to send all of its 
business to just one distributor 
instead of two. Either Joe or 
Fred is going to be out of luck. 

That doesn’t usually happen 
in the beer business. Unlike 
liquor distributors, state law 
protects beer distributors by 
making it very difficult for 
breweries to switch distribu- 
tors or alter their territories

After Wirtz’s Nevada distri- 
butorship got dumped by a big 
liquor company and an over- 
seas distiller announced it 
wanted to bypass distributors 
altogether, Wirtz decided he 
needed the same legal protec- 
tions as his friends in the beer 
business. 


So, he hired an influential 
Springfield lobbying firm and 
he launched a surprise assault 
on the General Assembly dur- 
ing the final week of the fall 
veto session that was unlike 
anything seen for at least the 
past 10 years. 


The Bill Wirtz Protection Act 
of 1998 was drafted in almost 
complete secrecy. Then the 
four legislative leaders were 
quietly brought on board 
Wirtz has lots of money for 
campaign contributions, and 
legislative leaders love to sup- 
ply their membérs and their 
supporters with prime tickets 
to sporting events. 


Wirtz’s team then found a 
sympathetic committee chair- 
man, Rep. Edgar Lopez

An increase in the total tax 
le for the city of Madison 
will probably not mean any 
increase in property taxes for 
residents. 

Saying they ‘‘held the line’ 
on taxes this year, Mayor John 
Hamm said the increases in

$70,000 — comes from annex- 
ations.

Larger Mitchell map dies 


EDWARDSVILLE — Mitchell's 22-square-mile map is officially 
dead. 

The Sth District Appellate Court on Dec. 9 upheld Associate 
Judge Randall Bono's dismissal in August 1997 of the Incorpo- 
ration supporters’ petition to be allowed a public vote on Incor- 
poration. The vote would have been based on a map the Madi- 
son County Board had rejected earlier that summer 

The upholding of Bono's decision effectively ends the Mitchell 
supporters’ first attempt to incorporate into a village. 

It now falls to Bono today, Thursday, to decide whether 
Mitchell’s new petition, based on a much smaller map, is valid 
and meets all the necessary requirements. The Madison County 
Board approved a new, 7.28-square-mile map in July. 

Bono is scheduled to hear arguements on the Mitchell peti- 
tion at 1 p.m. today in Room 302 in the Madison County Court 
House in Edwardsville.

Evelyn 
Bowles in officially breaking ground for a $7 million, 24,000- 
square-foot Interpretive center. 

The new building will be located just above the floodplain at 
the existing Lewis and Clark monument at the rivers’ conflus 
ence, off Illinois 3 and Poag Road. The entire 221-acre park will 
include a reconstruction of Camp Dubois and will straddle the 
Confluence Bikeway from Alton to East St. Louis. 

Organizers hope to have the site finished and open in time for 
the 200th anniversary of the expedition in 2004. 

Edgar, flown in by helicopter, praised the work Costello and 
the others had done in pushing through the legislation that 
secured funding for the site.

who was also a homemaker. The employer, on the 
ether hand, maintained that the plaintiff's 
statement to her supervisor constituted 
misconduct connected with her work and that her 
failure to sign an exit report amounted to 
insubordination. 

Under the Unemployment Insurance Act, 
misconduct is defined as “the deliberate and willful 
violation of a reasonable rule or policy of the 
employing unit..provided that such violation has 
harmed the employing unit or has been repeated 
by the individual despite a warning.” A claimant 
may be disqualified on the basis of misconduct. 

The Appellate Court noted that while the words 
“kiss my grits” were not profane, they were 
insubordinate because they were abusive and 
violated the standard of behavior an employer has 
the right to expect from an employee. 
Furthermore, that insubordinate conduct was 
aggravated when the plaintiff refused to sign the 
exit order. The court held that the plaintiff was 
properly discharged for misconduct under these 
circumstances and was not entitled to 
unemployment benefits.

When a person is discharge from his or her place 
of employment, is the terminated worker entitled to 
unemployment benefits? The answer to this 
question depends upon the reason for the 

| | employee's discharge. Illinois law provides that if a 

"| worker is discharged for misconduct, the terminated 
employee will not be eligible for unemployment 
benefits. 

In one recent case, the plaintiff had been 
employed as a homemaker for approximately two 
years by a homecare provider. The plaintiff's hours 
were reduced as a result of an injury on the job, and 
the plaintiff went to the office to discuss her 

{reduction in hours wi her supervisor. She 
discussed the situation with one of her supervisors, 
and as she turned to leave she stopped in front of 
the other supervisor and said, “You can kiss my 
grits.” She was asked to sign an exit report, but 

stead she left the office. 

The plaintiff was ultimately discharged for 
misconduct. She argued that she went to the office 
to speak with her supervisor because her hours had 
been reduced when she was placed on light duty 

{following the accident. Furthermore, one of the

a 4 to 6-inch straw mulch. 


Often, strawy manure is usea 
in asparagus and rhubarb as 
fall mulch; however, be care- 
ful not to cover rhubarb 
crowns directly with manure. 
As spring approaches, be sure 
to uncover rows so that soils 
can warm and emergence is 
not hindered. Straw can be left 
between rows as mulch to hold 
down weeds and cushion paths. 

Strawberries are shallow 
rooted and the roots can also 
be somewhat brittle. Even 
ihoare crowns are hardy, they 
should be mulched to minimize
